WASHINGTON, April 25.—The Com- 
merce Court to-day handed down two 
important rate decisions. In both cases | 
the. Inter-State Commerce Commission | * 
was upheld. 
In one case the Commerce Court up- 
held the commission’s orders in the 
Shreveport-Texas rate litigation, and in 
many respects sustained principles 
which the railroads are asking the 
United States Supreme Court to adopt 
in the forty-five State rate cases—tfre- 
quently bulked as-the Minnesota rate 
case-—now awaiting decision. The Com- 
merce Court entirely upheld the powers 
of Congress and the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission to remove discrimina- 
tions caused by. #& State Railroad Com- 
mission enforcing intra-State rates 
lower than inter-State rates, which had 
been held to be reasynable. 

In the’ other case decided, the Com- 
merce Court upheld the right of the 
Commerce Commissien to po ed ) the 
rates on anthracite coal from the Wyo- 
ming region fn Pennsylvania to tide- 
water at Perth Amboy, N. J., rejecting 
peg ois of the Lehigh Valley Rail- 
roa ompany for an

The facts of the Shreveport-Texas 
case are simple. 

Shreveport desires to compete with 
Dallas for the trade of the intervening 
territory, most of which is in Texas, 
but is handicapped by the fact that the 
inter-State rates. from Shreveport to 
this territory are very much higher 
than the State rates from Dallas. The 
inter-State rates are established by the 
carrier, subject. to the control of the 
Inter-State Commer¢e Commission; the 
State rates are fixed absolutely by the 
Texas Commission.

KILLED ‘BY 180-FOOT., FALL 


Tragedy Enacted | in Full View. of a 
Crowded Market Place—Couple 
Left Letters. ~

ANTWERP, ‘Aprik 25.—A youth 18 
years old and a 19-year-old girl were 
the principal characters. in a shocking 
love tragedy enacted here to-day. Arm 
in arm they climbed tothe clock gallery 
in the tower of the Cathedral,’ and from 
a height of 180 feet leaped into space, 
falling at the feet of passersby. 

Every bone in the badies of the boy 
and ‘his! companion was broken. As 
they hurtled through the air several 
men and women who witnessed the 
sight fainted. 

According to the police, the leap from 
the church tower was in accordance 
with a double suicide agreement. : 

The tragedy occurred at a time when 
the glové market, in front of the north 
tower of the cathedral, was thronged 
with pedestrians, a large number -of 
whom. stoodtransfixed,; helpless wit- 
nesses of every phase of the drama, 

The youth and the girl had purchased 
from the porter at the entrance tickets 
of admission to visit the tower, from 
which a wide view is possible. Thé por- 
ter noticed nothing unusual in the 
demeanor as he escorted the couple to 
the stairway, and saw them start to 
climb the flight of 622 steps leading 
to the top gallery, with its chimes of 
99 bells. That the act of the lovers was 
premeditated is shown by the fact that 
they -had placed five letters, one ad- 
dressed to the Police Commissary and 


the others to various relatives,: where 
they could easily be seen by visitors to 
the tower. 

Entering the clock gallery, the couple 
climbed upon the stone balustrade. With 
hands claspe@ they oe ee themselves 
for a-moment and then leaped down- 
ward into the glove market, eyiking the 
flags close to the historic Matsys foun- 
tain. Ambulances were summoned, but 
the surgeons deciared that they had dicd 
instantly. 

The letters found in the tower show 
that the youth was Elie Walkow, and 
that his home was in this city. The gir! 
has not yet been identified. The letters, 
it is said, stated that the young couple 
had been driven to their dreadful deaths 
because of a love affair. e-

| THE EXTINCTION OF THE HORSE. 
Perhaps there is some justification 
forthe “bill the New York Assembly 
has passed practically prohibitigg the 
employment of horses as the motive 
power of street cars. We should be 
sorry to learn that the Tegislators have 
been influenced’ solely. by the jesters. 
who'.have found the survival of the 
horsecar. in the metropolis an ever- 
fresh subject for facetiousness. It was 
a@ poor old joke, to be sure, but why 
should it annoy the lawmakers? As a 
matter of fact the few remaining 
horsecars have been useful, and their 
continued..employment only tended to 
emphasize the rich variety of life in 
New York. We still have horsecabs, 
the hansom is almost as alert as ever 
in our thoroughfares, the livery 
stables have not all become garages. 
The horse, except as a living sym- 
bol of wealth and a toy of the leisurely 
class, is going fast enough, but he still 
plods his way through our streets, and 
the rude termination by law of his 
service In passenger traffic warrants 
a few words of grave comment. It is 
not a subject for ‘hilarious treatment. 
Not so very long ago the horsecar was 
regarded not only as an attractive 
novelty. but as a powerful engine for 
the improvement of municipal life. 
Even so recently as a quarter century 
ago there was. not a trolley line on 
Manhattan Island, and the cable lines 
which had superseded the horsecars 
on some of the avenues were not 
highly esteemed. To be, sure, the 
overhead trolley had driven the horses 
out of commission in other cities, but 
the metropolis had to wait for electri- 
cal transportation for the perfection 
of the underground trolley system. 
The departure of the horse from the 
streetcar business is a forerunner of 
his extinction. as a beast of burden in 
the city. In a few yéars all the trucks 
and delivery wagons will be fitted with 
motors, the horsecabs will vanish, 
and the lvcry stables will go out of 
business, and all through no fault of 
the horse. He has done his duty 
nobly. He has not shirked his ardu- 
ous labors, and if he has shied occa- 
sionally, he has never skidded, and if 
he has lost a shoe he has gone bravely 
ahead, and not..compelled his pas- 
sengers to wait for repairs. 
Happily for the glory of the horse 
he must survive in warfare, when 
‘there are wars,.(and there have been 
plenty of. late,) and the world’s 370 
equestrian statues, lately catalogued 
by. the; American, Scenic ‘and. Historic 
}Preservation Society, remain as‘ re- 
minders of his .service in conquest. 
But with the multiplication of good 
roads, even the war horse must disap- 
pear, and the mounted troops of the 
future. may all be mounted on motor 
vehicles, Nobody can be sorry that 
the few old -horsecars remaining in 
New York are to be abolished, of 
course, but their suppression by an 
act of Legislature merely marks an- 
other step toward, the extinction of 
the horse, and what that means all 
poetry since Homes, all literature, and 
all-history can testify. Wherefore the 
jesters may consider’ thentselves 
silenced.

Lester A. ‘WALTON, 
editor of The New York Age, and ad- 
dressed to the members of The Asso- 
ciated Press, assembled for their an- 
nual meeting. In this letter Mr. WALTON 
asks that, out of regard for the sensi- 
bilities and desires of his race, the dig- 
nity of a capital be accorded to its 
name—in other words, that they be 
called ‘‘ Negroes” instead of ‘‘ne- 
groes.’’ %, 

The request is not large, and to grant 
it would be\ easy and without cost. 
Hesitation to comply seems therefore 
more than alittle, ungracious, but real- 
ly. the reasons that Mr. Watton gives, 
apart from his dislike—which he as- 
sumes, perhaps rightly, to be widespread 
among his people—for ‘‘ negro ’’ are no 
réasons at all or are irrelevant to the 
issue. : 

The apparent discrimination among 
racial names to which he objects is. only 
apparent, ‘‘ negro ’’ not being really one 
of .them, or derived, as are the rest, 
rom one of the words that under our 
system of capitalization transfer the 
big letter fromthe noun to the adjective. 
There is no more need for giving a cap- 
tal .to “*‘ negroes ’’. than -to ‘‘ whites,’’ 
the word often used in drawing a line 
between the two, and.the one carries no 
more obloquy than the other. { 

The plea’ that. not all negroes are 
black is an argument for using a dif- 
ferent and; more accurate word as the 
name for .persons of African. descent. 
Even for that purpose, however, it is not 
a’ very strong argument, since it is not. 
etymology, but, usage, that determines 
meaning,- and by common agreement 
“négro’ now applies to persons the 
color of whom ranges through every. 
gradation from black to white: On the 
question of giving or refusing a capital 
‘the argument has no bearing whatever.

The explanation is easy, ‘gince “Mr.

That deficit, however, is stead- 
ily, though. slowly, decreasing, and 
doubtless the service will become self- 
supporting in: time. Meanwhile, éven*a 
Chancellor of. the Exchequer, if not too 
hard pressed for: funds, might give 
something of the consideration that his 
colleague evidently-does to the fact that 
postal profits are largely indirect, but 
are not the less real because they go to 
the public at large instead of to the de- 
partment, ‘ 

On general principles, of course, it 
would be well for the people who write 
letters to pay the full cost of their car- 
riage, but the need of compromising 
with this theory was long since recog- 
nized in all countries, and Post Office 
deficits, if not too big, are everywhere 
viewed with composure. This is be- 
cause of the feeling that the apparent 
loss is more than made-up in other ways 
and that everybody can afford to con- 
tribute a little/something toward main- 
taining the privilege of cheap commu- 
nication for all. 

Over here we are thinking of one-cent 
letter postage as an attainable blessing, 
and the hope that it would be self-sus- 
taining is not regarded as a wholly 
empty one.

or to interest the Scotch in the begin- 
ning was because the Scotch are ready 
to came and are good practical farmers. 

The co-operative féature of the proj- 

ect is.a bureau which will furnish.farm- 
ers ‘definite information about how to 
farm ek mi tl and: * the same time 
in a practical, ‘It’ will not ‘only’ 
enable. the fatmer” to produce and to 
harvest to the best advantage but to 
market as. well. 

“The project has for its end the 
bringing of these .farms,. which are.in: 
eighty-acre units, .to their highest effi+« 
ciency.. ‘We propose to put = “good 
roads and modest, inexpensive. but 
good homes that wilt-attract ambitious 

young farmers. Our object is ‘not to:

The city’s indebtedness has. in- 
creased over. 250 per cent. in ten years, 
and the-interest thereon,.to be-includ- 
ed in each annual budget; has nearly 
trebled in the same period, although 
thé population of the ‘city has in- 
creased only 40 per cent. in the same 
time. If New York: continues indefi- 
nitely to increase its expenditures in 
such a manner, how can the city 
evade financial disaster? 

e hy budget has increased 
from $98,000,000 in-.1901 to nearly 
$200,000, 000 in 1912, more then doubled 
in eleven years. We believe that by 
the adoption of known standards of 
efficiency, ‘strict economy, and capa- 
ble administration according to mod- 
ern methods of business, the ‘cost of 
government could be enormously de- 
creased without the slightest impair- 
ment of the efficiency of any: munici- 
pal department. // 

“We firmly believe that over-taxa- 
tion is of ‘essential’ importance to 
every citizent in its direct relation 
to the high cost of living. Overtaxa- 
tion is reflected either in increased 
rents or depreciation of capital value. 
So far as it causes increased rents, it 
increases the cost of living to the in- 
dividual. So far as it depreciates 
value, it affects. the: city’s. borrowing 
capacity and its ability to ratse money 
by taxation for the ,necessary pur- 
poses of government.”

ness. qualifications -and practical fi- 
nancial, ability as to render them ca- 
[ems of handling the financial prob- 
é¢ms which now confront the city, and 
cl ose by saying: 
“We shall support only such men 
as have already displayed the neces- 
sary qualifications, and such new 
meén.only as fulfil the above require- 
ments, and we call upon all citizens, 
irrespective of pary affiliations, to 
aid us in accomplishing this result.”
